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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Ellen Marcie Emas on June 1 1 , 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Abstract: The abstract exceeded 150 words, did not have parenthesis around the 
reference numbers and was not one paragraph. 
Abstract has been changed too: 

-- An adaptive noise reduction method and apparatus capable of reducing 
efficiently variable period noise from a main input is provided. The pitch of a noise 
waveform to be reduced can be variable with a change in a period of motor noise 
occurring when the revolution period is changed by the disc motor control of a DVD- 
RAM, by revolution speed control of other motors, and revolution period change on 
starting a motor and the like. Therefore, the renewal of adaptive filter coefficient 
becomes almost unnecessary, thus allowing noise reduction to be performed 
without degrading a noise canceling effect. - 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed. For the purpose of allowance, the original numbering 
of the claims has been changed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The general concept of adaptively reducing periodic noise through the use of a 
reference input pulse signal synchronous with the periodic noise was known in the art at 
the time of the invention, as evidenced by Tamamura et al (US 5,426,704). However, 
the Examiner has not found prior art that teaches or suggests the modification of 
Tamamura in order to provide a ring-shaped memory with read and write-address 
generators, wherein the relative phase of address offset between the read address and 
write address is made to variable as defined in the independent claims 1 and 5. Other 
prior art has been cited concerning periodic noise cancellation, however the other prior 
art of record also fails to teach or provide suggestion to arrive the combination of the 
elements and steps presented in the independent claims, again when said elements or 
steps are collectively considered in regards to each claim. For at least the reasons 
above, the dependent claims are also allowed in view of their respective dependencies 
upon the independent claims.
